NO WAY CONCLUSIVE 


London, Sept. 12.—(2 
p. m.).—News 
of a decisive character from east of Vit- 
ry-le-Francois where the army of Sax- 
ony and parts of the armies command- 
ed by the Prince of Wuertemberg and 
Gen. von Buelow, are 
fiercely 
striving 
to break through the French right and 
center still hangs fire and the anxiety 
of both forces grows keener as it is 
recognized that the result of the battle 
in this quarter is likely to have a de- 
cisive effect upon the whole line. 


Should the Germans smash through 
the center of the French line in this dis- 
trict they would turn the line of French 
frontier 
forts and

before Nancy. 


It is fully realized here that the diiv- 
ing back of the German right wing and 
right center in no way is conclusive, and 
that as the Franco-British forces rallied 
after their long retreat, so may the Ger- 
mans turn and retrieve their 
present 
reverses.

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War Tax Without a War 


The iiccesHity for a war tax with tbc poiiiitry at 
peace with all the woi'ld presents a situation d(M:idedly 
novel, at least in tlie ordinary histoi-y of nati<.?is. The na- 
tion at war naturalh" accepts the fact tliat a tri'mc^iidoiis 
financial penalty will Ix^ exaeted for thi' maiutimaiicc (.)f 
conflict, but tl^e liurden is then uieixMy incidental and it is 
to a large extent lost sight of in the inoi'e di>stracting 
phases that involve loss of human life and the oriefs that- 
iVar carries into homes already distracted bv fear. 


Happilj^ the United States is as a nation escaping 
that sort of thing, but it is confronted by a wholl,v "lui- 
foreseen shortage of revenues due to t^ie sto]:>pagc of im- 
ports from the ^var-torn lands. Tariff i)ill framers and 
financial experts who contract to provide funds for the 
operation of the government were nv',t expected to take 
into accomit am^ sueh a contingency as has developed. 
Money must be raised, and without imports to supply it in 
tlie form of tariff duties there is but one other means 
open—the taxation of the ]inblic under a temporary sys- 
tem that will produce results quickly. 


" The job is not a pleasant one, nor is it an easy one. 
The question of applying the tax to this and to that has 
been giA'en a pretty thorough discussion, but the really 
new proposal is that apph;ing a 3 per cent, tax on freight 
Bhipments. Admittedly this would distribute^ the tax 
widely, but the danger in it lies in the responsibilty that 
it may be seized upon as a pretext for advancing ]3rices on 
practically every commodity subject to transpe 
, n. 
There is still a strong sentiment in favor of the stamjj tax 
Biich as was used during the Spanish-Aiherican war, but 
the brunt of the war tax burden ought to be borne b} 
liquors and tobaccos. In the words of an eminent Phila- 
delphia editor, these are the lines" on which the war tax 
can be levied with a clear conscience. 


Despite some gloomy predictions made early in the 
year, figures collected by contracting and building author- 
ities show that building in Fort Wayne this year has 
shown a healthy increase over the total for 19-13. 
The 
comparison with leading cities of the country is a very 
favorable one, and if Fort Wayne were not so inherently 
modest and retiring, it might justifiably indulge in arhit of

The First Street Railway. 


1872.—Saturday, the Oth of January, 
was a notable day in the advancement 
of the transportation 
facilities of 
the 
city of Fort VN'ayne, for it was on that 
day that the first street ear was placed 
at the service of the people. 
At 3:45 
o'clock in the afternoon, with Charles S. 
Brackenridge, city engineer, holding the 
reins, the first "coach" started from the 
Houth terminus of the route, having on 
board the members of the newly formed 
street railway company and of the press. 
Reaching the Aveline house, at tlie cor- 
ner of Calhoun and Berry streets, room 
was made for some of the ''first citi- 
zens,'' who rode to the "Pennsylvania" 
tracks and return. 


The first car driver on the line was 
David D. Blair; "Tony" Lintz was the 
second to enter the serriee. 
Fred Bar- 
rett was the first track foreman. 


The Citizens' Street Rail^nay company, 
with John H. Bass, president; Gilbert B. 
Bursley, secretary and 
Buperint^ndentj 
Henry M. Williams, treasurer, and S. B, 
Bond.

Development of the System. 


In August, 1887, on the foreclosure of a 
mortgage for $22,000y executed to Oliver

which had been organized tb acquire the 
property.

Here is a typical example of the M'ay 
inanr 
parents 
"help'' their children 
in 
llieir school work. 


A boy ten 
years of age, engaged in 
writing a little eesay 
whirli had 
been 
assigned as a home task, wished to nse 
the word "onlinary." 
It seemed a little 
strange to him, aiîd he had got into the 
habit of always 
a,sking foi- 
assistance 
whenever he came 
to 
-..anytliing 
new, 
either in spelling or in any other 
study. 
Ro he called out to his mother, "How do 
you spell ordmary?"' 


The mother 
spelled 
it 
for him 
and 
he wrote it down as she dictated it. She 
did not ask him to make an eiTort t o 
spell it himself. 


After she liad spelled it, she did not 
require him to spell it a f t e r her. 
She 
made "no test to see whether he really 
learned the word, or whether 
he 
had 
simply written it mechanically in order 
to get through, with thé special t a s k in 
hand. 


It is practically 
certain t h a t he did 
not learn to spell it, because he "vtos not 
in a learning f r a m e of mind. 
He simply 
wanted to be helped out of his present 
difficulty; and he was u t t e r l y indiffer- 
ent to a possible f u t u r e need in regard 
to this same word. 


In this same respect he w a s entirely 
natural. 
N a t u r e does not m a k e an un- 
trained child anxious about f u t u r e needs. 
If a child on his own 
initiative 
were 
constantly thinking of f u t u r e needs and 
learning y h a t would help him to 
meet 
these needs, he 
would 
cease 
to be 
a 
„child. 


The dififerenoo between 
an 
untrained 
and undeveloped child and one who is 
well 
trained 
and 
well 
developed 
lies 
mainly 
in the fact t h a t the latter 
is 
conscious of f u t u r e needs and plans to 
meet them, while the former is concerned 
only 
witli 
the 
situations 
immediately 
before him. 
If he can fret out of a pres- 
ent difficulty, he is aatisfioctS he does not 
consider t h a t 
the 
difficulty m a y 
arise 
again, and he had best be "iSrepaved to 
meet it. 
The chief work in 
education 
is to develop w h a t we call thoughtful- 
upss or foresight in children. 


T n ^ p t i i r n to the boy receiving help in 
spelling "ordinary." 
The parents in t h a t 
hoi^ip always do the work for this boy 
whenever 
he asks 
them 
for aid. 
fTe 
froqiTGntlv brings home t a i k s f r o m the 


mn 


school, as he should do, because the typi- 
cal child cannot do all t h e work t h a t he 
ought to do dm-ing the school hours. 


When a boy has reached the age' of 
ten he should have at least a half 
hour 
of 
work 
at home every 
evening, 
pro- 
vided he does not acquire bad 
mental 
habits iu doing it. 


U n f o r t u n a t e l y this particular 
boy 
is 
f a s t acquiring mental habits which will 
handicap him heavily later on. 
T h a t is 
to say, he is not learning to help him- 
self ; a t least so far as hs work at home 
is concerned. 


ITis 
parents 
either do not 
w a n t 
to 
take the time to make him self-helpful, 
or they do not know how 
to 
do 
it. 
Possibly I h e y w a n t to relieve him from 
the strain aud stress of solving his own 
difficulties. jMaiir parents feel t h a t they 
serve theiV children best when they bear 
their school burdens for them. 


But suppose when 
this 
mother 
was 
asked by her boy for assistance in spell- 
ing "ordinary." she hgid required him to 
spell each syllable, which he could have 
done. 
Tn a 
quarter 
of 
a minute 
she 
could, have led him to spell t h a t word 
lareely on his own initiative. 
If she had 
followed this method whenever the boy 
asked her for assistance in spelling, she 
could soon have trained him so t h a t he 
wouldn't need t o ask for a.ssistance. 


When he came to a new 
world, he 
would break it up into syllables, and he 
would thus be able to spell most, a t any 
rate, of the words he would need to use. 
If the mother could make nse of this 
method for several 
years, 
she 
would 
train him to be self-helpful. 


But when sl>e simply does the 
work 
for him, she neither teaches him nor de- 
velops him in the w a y of solving his own 
problems. 


Tlie inference should not 
be 
drawn 
f r o m w h a t has been said t h a t the pa- 
rent 
should 
do nothing for his 
child. 
Occasionally, 
one 
finds 
a 
parent 
who, 
when a child asks for help in B9lving a 
problem, 
will say, 
"Do 
it 
yourself." 
Often a child keeps 
working a w a y 
a t 
a 
problem which he can not 
possibly 
solve because he has not been 
trained 
properly. 
, 


To say to such a child, "Do it your- 
self," is often to discourage 
him, 
and 
to» cause him to waste time. 


There is a middle course between do- 
ing nothing for the learner and 
doing 
everything for him^^^ This middle course 
ia, to cause him by appropriate questions 
to take the necessary steps to help him- 
self. 
This 
is 
really 
w h a t 
teaching 
means, whether it be in the home or in 
the school. 


.Telling is not teaching, and ^refusing 
to give any assistance n s not teaching. 


But to ^uide and stimulate the learner 
vso t h a t he can work . his 
own 
w a y 
through problems is teaching. 


Adenoids or Cigarettes? 


I t has been found t h a t a considerable 
.proportion 
of 
pupils 
are dull 
because 
they liave defective hearing. 
Tltis m a y 
be'due to accumulations in the external 


ear, or it m a y be due to congestion in 
the nostrils. 


i t is practically certain t h a t any child 
whose head is "stuffed up" can not hear 
with 
distinctness, 
and 
it would be a 
safe bet t h a t 95 out of 100 such children 
will be more or less dull, unresponsive 
and stupid. 
Such children will be handi- 
capped in this 
competition 
with 
other 
children who are normal in this respect. 
Any parents or teachers who have a dull 
child on tlieir hands ought certainly to 
make a test of the acuity of his hear- 
ing. 


Sometimes peculiar facial and bodily 
habits are due to inability to hear clear- 
ly in one ear, while the other m a y be 
normal. 
In such a case the child 
may 
unconsciously cock his head in such 
a 
way ^ s to bring his good ear into line 
with t h e voice or sound he wishes 
to 
hear. 


When 
any 
such 
idiosyncrasy 
is 
ob- 
served, t h e parents or the teacher ought 
not to delay a moment in making a test. 
I t would be best, of course, if such a 
child could be taken t o . a competent phy- 
sician who would examine his ears thor- 
oughly, and also his nasal condition, and 
who would test keenness of hearing. 


But a t e s t can easily be made in the 
home or in the school by putting 
the 
child in a quiet room, blindfolding him. 
and noting a t w h a t distance he can hear 
the ticking of .,a watch, first with 
one 
ear and then with the other. 
The posi- 
tion of the watch m u s í be varied with- 
out the experimenter walking back and 
forth so t h a t the child can hear him, or 
else the latter will be influenced by sug- 
gestion. 


One of the important causes of dull- 
ness is the growth of superfluous tissue 
in the lower p a r t of the breathing pass- 
ages,"" a sort of third tonsil, known 
as 
adenoid tissue. 


A child Avho is afflicted with adenoids 
always shows it in his features. 
The 
mouth usually hangs open. 
Tliere is an 
absence of expression in the face. 
At 
night the child struggles for breath, and 
nevêr has a quiet rest. 


Not once in a hundred cases will such 
a child be thoroughly bright and capable 
mentally. 
The only remedy is to have 
t,he adenoids removed by 
a 
competent 
physician. 


In some cities today every child is ex- 
ined for adenoids and for enlarged ton- 
sils, both of which interfere with perfect 
respiration, and so produce a low tone 
in mind and body. 
This trouble is very 
common among American children. 
In 
some 
families 
every 
child is 
afflicted 
with both adenoids and enlarged tonsils; 
and unless these be removed, there will 
be dullness and ex'en stupidity in every 
member of such a family. 


Again, 
extensive 
investigations 
have 
shown t h a t 
cigarette 
smoking 
among 
boys is a vei;y frequent cause of 
dull- 
ness. 
In a number of places it has been 
shown t h a t something like 90 per cent, 
of the boys who can nbt do school work 
are addicted to cigarette stnoking. 


I t is really a deadly thing for a boy 
anywhere from 12 to 20 years Of age to 
get into t h e habit of using tobacco in 
a n y forjn. 


I t aiîts as a narcotic which depressça 
mind ançl body. 
A wise parent will do 
everything he can to* keep his boy away 
f r o m the temptation to use tobacco. 
I t 
won't do much good simply to command 


him not to use it if he associates with j 
those who do -use it. 
Mere 
commands 
arc for the most part useless. 
But if 
parents in any neighborhood would get 
together and devise practical means for 
suppressing the sale, the evil 
can 
be 
readily overcome.

Taking the Duchy of T^uxemberg, 
the 
scene of the Qermans' first activity on .foreiern soil, as the axis of the subsequent movements, the Kaiser's 
sol- 
diers have swept forward and to the left ^ i t h a steady, irresistible, hammering- dash of about twenty miles every 
twenty-four liours. 
Remarkable also has been the straightnesa of the line which the Invading army has maintained 
throughout the five weeks of fighting until now the chart recording the prograss of the conQuerors resembles the riba 
of a huge fan, being opened alovriy from the converging point, Luxemburg, by a gigantic hand. 
Again, the long lines 
of armed hundreds of thoueands of Teutons might be likened to a gigantic rod of steel, armed at its extreme end with 
a huge hook and ever reaching outward for the purpose of enveloping the allies and dragging them into the maw of 
defeat. 
The chart showing the dally po-sitions of the allies, on the «^ontrnry. has up to this time resembled an open 
fan v,-hioh. day after day, has been closing on an axis located near Verdun, 
if the allies continue for another week 
to "îbiâ their fan" at the same rate 
of. jirogrees as has marked 
their retreat during the last ten days they 
will 
have fàjlen back and merged with the French 
army, 
which to-day is holding the line of forts from Verdun to Bel- 
èçrt 
If this mergar of the two wings of the allies' armies could be made successfully it would bring together under 
tl),ô proteatlng guns of the Qonnectinff forts at Verdun, Toul, Xancy, Epinal and Belfort in the neighborhood of twa 
miuton mèû. 
These french forts would then be called upon to reverse their guns and, instead of firing in the dlrec- 
tîfcîi of Germany, fire at the foe coming from France—an exact reversal of the positions held less than three weeks 
At the same time the alUea" line would be only half as long as it is to-day, but it would be between a Ger- 
riïan army and another German army in Alsace and Lorraine. 
"Whether a huge "flying wedge" of the allies could 
break thr5>ugh the Qerman line west of Verdun and, passing through Longwy, Montmedj- and on to Charleroi, cut 
off the Qermaji line of communication, is a question whicJi arises through a study of what the situation of the two 
armies may be at the end of another week if the Germans continue to unfold the "fan" of steel which they have thrown 
into Pranca.

Charges Smugglers Are Do- 
ing Thriving Business 
in Canada.

¡Turkish Ambassador 
Did 


Not Intend to Reflect on 


United States. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
12.—President 
Wilson 
yesterday 
wrote 
Secretary 
Bryan to inquire of A. Rufitem Bey, the 
Tm-kish ambassador, if a recent 
pub- 
lished statement attributed to him was 
authentic. 
The ambassador had a long 
conference with Mr. Bryan at the state 
department, after which the 
secretary 
conferred with the president. 


The ambassador, it is understood, ex- 
plained that the statement as published 
was accurate, but was intended in no 
way to reflect on the United States gov- 
ernment. 
It was understood that with 
the 
explanation 
the 
incident 
will 
be 
closed. 


During the day there had been pub- 
lished reports to the effect that the re- 
call of the ambassador might be sought 
by the 
Washington 
government, 
but 
Secretary Bryan said such reports were 
entirely without authority. 


Last night 
the 
ambassador author- 
ized the following statement: 


"In the presence of the 
importance 
given to the statement made by me a 
few days back and arising out of the 
rumors 
disseminated 
in 
the 
United 
States that general massacre of Chris- 
tians was in preparation in Tiu'key, it 
may serve a good purpose to explain 
that, according to me, a great responsi- 
bility rests at the present moment on 
the press of the Unltecf 
States, espe- 
cially in regard to Turkey, where the 
situation is naturally a very 
strained 
one. 


"For years past the newspapers of this 
country have indulged.^.in blind hostility 
toward Turkey. 
Tliis was comparativc-^ 
ly unimportant so far.^ But today the 
unfairness of this attitude may cause 
serious mischief. 
.In the absence of all 
restrictive clauses in the press laws of 
the United States in regard to the treat- 
ment of foreign countries, I adopted the 
only course 
available 
to induce, the 
United States press , to take a more seri- 
ous view of its relationship to Turkey 
- ^ t h a t of a straightforward appeal to it 
in Avhiclv I pointedly mentioned some of 
the things that happened in the United 
States which should not happen in view 
of inducing it to deal more charitably 
with. Turkey;

fully convinced that

morally right in adopting this course, if 
not 
conventionally. 
There 
are

and this is one of them, when conven- 
tions can and must be set aside.

interests 
of humanity 
should not

British Private 
Describes 


Attack by G-ermans on 


Belgian City. 


London, Sept. 12.—7:54 a. m.—A Brit- 
ish private who was 
wounded in tiic 
fight during the retreat from Möns, tells 
the following story of the battle there: 
"It was Sunday and the British regi- 
ments a t Möns were merry-making and 
enjoying themselves in leisure along the 
streets. 
Belgian ladies returaing from 
chm-ch, handed the soldiers theii- prayer 
books as souvenirs while the 
Belgian 
men gave them cigarettes and 
tobacco 
which was even more weicome. 


"About noon when the men were be- 
ginning to think about dinner, a German 
aeroplane 
appeared 
overhead 
and 
be- 
gan throwing out a cloud of black pow- 
der which is one 
of 
their 
favorite 
methods 
of assisting distant 
batteries 
to get the ranged 
ISTo sooner had the 
powder cloud appeared 
than 
shi-apnel 
began to burst overhead and in a mo- 
ment all Avas confusion and uproar. But 
it didn't take the regiments long to get 
into fighting trim and race through the 
city to the scene of operations which 
was on the other side of the small canal 
in the suburbs. 


"Here our outposts were engaging-the 
enemy 
fiercely. 
Tlie outposts lost very 
heavily, most of the damage being done 
by shells. 
The rifle fire was inaffective 
although at times the lines of contenders 
were not more than 800 yiu-ds apart. 


"The 
first 
reinforcements 
to 
arrive 
were posted in a glass factory, the walls 
of which were loopholed and we doggedly 
held that position until nightfall when 
we fixed bayonets and lay in wait in 
case the enemy made an attempt to rush 
the position in the darkness. 


"About midnight orders, came to re- 
tire ovei- the canal and the main body 
fell back • through 
open coimtry being 
kept moving. all night. 
When . daylight 
arrived it w^as appai-çnt 
from higher 
ground that Möns .had been practically 
blown away by the German artillery. 


"Throughout the morning we contint 
ued to fight a rearguard action but the 
stéady march in retreat did not stop 
imtil 6 o'clock in the evening when the 
British 
found themselves well out 
of 
range of the German artillery, in a quiet 
valley^ 
Here all the troops were or- 
dered to rest and eat. 


"During the next aftemoon both the 
German and "^British armies watched — 
duel in the air between French and Ger- 
man 
aeroplanes. 
The Frenchman 
was 
Avonderfully 
clèvcr 
and 
succeeded in 
maneuvering himself to the upper posi- 
tion Avhich he gained after fifteen min- 
utes' 
of reckless efforts. 
Then 
the 
Frenchman began blazing away at the 
German Avith a • revolver. 
Finally 
he 
hit him and the Avoimded Gorman at- 
tempted 
to. glide doAvn into. his. OAvn 
lines. 
The glide. howeA-^er. ended in the 
Brtish lines near my detachment, 
the 
West 
Kent infantry. 
We 
found 
the 
aviator-dead-when we reached the ma- 
chine, 
W e buried him and burned the 
aeroplane. 


"At dusk another halt was made for 
food, and as the Germans had fallen be- 
hind, the English;-spent a quiet night. 
At daAvn hoAvever, Ave found the Ger- 
mans 
close a t our heels ' and "several 
regiments Avere ordered to prepare en-.^ 
trenchments. 


"If was not'long after that the Ger- 
man gunners found, the range and began 
tearing, up the rough, fortifications, con-, 
eentrating their fu-io' on the British bat- 
tei'ies, one of whifth Avas completeh' de- 
'mblisheä.-

brigandage that armies,' it is said, are often maintained not to preserve peace

The day before her entry into Tilsit, to 
which she had journeyed on the earnest 
solicitation of.the Kinc, the T,<ar and many 
of the statesmen of Prussia, who t)elieved 
that her influence would iiuln' O Napoleon 
to moderate his deniauds, she iiad lieen 
gi-eetod effusively )iy tin- French Empei-or. 
She had held a long jirivate conversation 
with him and liad asked that her country be 
not despoiled of some of its most impor- 
tant possessions, 
'i'he inmnier of the Fm- 
peror gave her hope ih.'it ijo was sei-iousl.y 
considering h(M- i>lea. 


•But hope was speedily d.'ished to the 
j^round. Napoleon calmly announi'ed that 
-his maJiuer of reinivlng "li'^ Queen's sug- 
gGStious had been dicrateu solely liy polite- 
ness and there would be no ftianu;e in the 
treaty of peace which hn v.-as nvilling 1,0 
sign and which exacted ;--uc!i hnnjiliatiny 
and ruinous concession.s from the I'ru.s- 
ßians. 


As the dinner drew to a doso even Napo- 
leon seemed to feel the 7)ei'<'ssiiy for pre- 
senting himself in a srimcwliat' better light 
before bis .guests, or at h-asi lieforo one of

Quick to think on all occasions, and still 
uusuliduetl by Napoleon, Limise hesitateil 
foi' a moment and tlien extended lier hand 
for the rose. 


"At lea.st witii MagdeluirgV" she ques- 
tioned, making one last effort 10 retain for 
the Prussian people this one beloved posses- 
sion. 


Napoleon, feeling that even the tender 
of the rose had been romewhat of a con- 
riesoension^on

ly initated by this reply. 


"Your Mnjesty." he said, icily, "has for-

But the fearless Louise, knov.iug that 
she had uothing to lose by-the defiance of 
ber own and her country's enemy, replied

poleon to spare her rounlry. 
From that 
moment she abando.niHl her attempts to

conciliate or to i^ersuade the enemy and set 
Üerself instead to inspire her countrymen 
to constnict a new Prussia, so strong, so 
able and so patriotic that in time it should 
. need no kindness from Avithout, but should 
be able of its own might to win back its iu- 
dejpendenco and reassemble ils_lost terri- 
fcdtr. 


History scarcely, affords a more .strikiust 
instance of the triumph of enthusiasm over 
material obstacles than the astonishing in- 
fluence of Queen Louise of Pioissia in the 
rehabilitation of her country and the de- 
velopment of the great German Empire. 
. Her name is linked with that of Fred- 
erick tlie Great as 
representiug—-among 
royalty—tlae two great sources of inspira- 
tion to which may be attributed the up- 
building- of Germany. 


With one hand the gentle Queen seems 
to reacii back through, the weakness and 
degeneracy of the reign of l<'rederick Will- 
lam IL to the proud era of Fredeiick the 
Great, wiiile with the other she points tJie 
difficult bwt gloi-ious path , out of despair 
and into the splendid future of her comitry. 


Augusta Wilhelmina Amalia Luise—af- 
terward Queen-Louise (Luise) of Prussia— 
was the daughter of Prince Oharles of 
Mccklenbu.rg-Strelitz, a younger'brother of 
l;be reigi^ng/Juke of that family, and a 
brother of the Princess Charlotte, who mar- 
ried George III. of iJuglarid. .

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visited the King and Queen at Metr»c., 
where the autiinin manoeuvre-'^ were being 
held, and the TViir A\-as so much delig'hted 
with liis Pimssian friends tiiat, to their 
great liappinet;?. he wished to enter into a 
coalition with Prussia for mutual protec- 
tion against the French. 
The pact waii 
most solemnly sw/^rn at midnight at the 
tomb of King Frederick the Great, where 
the T.car and the King and Queen had gone 
in order that the memory of the Great 
Frederick might lend weight to their pro- 
ceeding.?. 


Louise no longer had any faith in the 
I\!inisters of Prussia nor in its public men, 
with the exception of Baron von Harden- 
berg and Baron von Stein. 
Both of these 
men acted through the Queen in their effort*? 
to induce Frederick "^'illiam to pursue a 
course sufficientl.v bold to meet the need oi 
the moment. Through Prince "Wittgenstein, 
chamberlain to the royal household, in at- 
tendance (m Her Majesty, Louise listened 
to the suggestions of these brilliant men 
and sought to make them acceptable to the 
King. Often she failed, for Frederick Will- 
iam's horror of change had .grown rather 
than 
otherAvise Avitb t h e disastei's of 
the 
<'o!mtr.v. 
Neverthole.s's Baron Hardenberg 
said of the Queen at this time:— 


"My only hope for the country is based 
on her penetrating insight, her patriotism 
and her sense of honor." 


Lonise now gaA'o her support to a group 
of influential and patriotic men who advo- 
cated immediate Avar with Napoleon. 
She 
saw plainly that Avar was coming in any 
event and believed that it was better for the 
Prussian arm.v to be in readiness. The King 
cnusented to the mobilization of bis army, 
but refused to lead it, and. unfortunately, the 
command was intrusted to the Duke of 
Brunswick. 


Queen Louise accompaniod her husband t'l 
the se.-it of war and tried in vain to alter 
his decision in regard to, the leadei-ship of 
the arm.-». 
On the Journey Louise showed 
that she was already looking be.yond the 
troubles of the moment to a Avider horizon 
Avhicl) embraced an empire. 


"I am convinced."' she s.iid. "that the only 
deliverance 
in the close union of all who 
bear the name of German." 


Frederick AVilliaui had gone on ahead. 
On Cx-tober i:\ the Queen started out tn 
meet liim in the neighliorhood of Jena and 
Overstadt. 
8)ie soon turned back, however, 
for ueAvs arrived that a battle was im- 
pending. 


The battle was lost by the Prussians, and 
the Queen made her wa.y firet to Weimar, 
then to Berlin, then to Schmedt, where her 
Iaa'o oldest boys were. 


'M weep for the humiliation of my father- 
land,'' she told them, and ui-ged tliem to 
grow strong so lhat they could free t^ieir 
people and lie Avortli.y of their great pre- 
dei-essoT Frederick the (ireat. 


The lads never forgot this occasion, and 
Avhen William, the secinid son, became King 
of Prussia and left his cajntal to join his 
forces in France he first made a visit to hia 
mother's grave at Charlottenburg. 


The beautiful Queeu of Prussia, once so 
carefully 
protected 
and 
so 
handsomely 
housed and attende<l, noAV lived in no more 
stately fa,shion th an the poorest villager. 
From 0110 small town to another the I'oyal 
couple Avaudered, usually occupyin.g but one 
room of a humble dwelling, which apart- 
ment served for both bed and sitting room. 
Tlienî was often a lack of the necessities of 
life, which was only relieved by the gener- 
ous .gifts of fish and game provided by the 
country people. , 


After the unfortunate meeting at Tilsit 
and the signing of the treaty Avhich gave 
the French so many valuable possessions of 
the Prussians the royal familj^ AA'as permitted 
to reside at Konigsburg. 


Queen Louise at ouce gave her assistance 
to the movement for returning Stein to the 
^Ministry. 
Five days after he took office 
came (ho edict for the emancipation of the 
serfs, and immediately other legislation was 
enacted Avhich made the mediaeval Prussia 
a modern State. 


Louise, enthusiastic for all of these meas- 
ures, feared greatly that they would offend 
her more conservative husband. 


"If only Stein could contrive not to ap- 
pear so great a man as he is everything 
Avould go well." she wrote to her brother. 


She saved the day, however, by acting a« 
intermediary 
between 
the two opposite 
characters. 


More and more Avas the office of Inter- 
cessor extended, until it was generally 
understood that the Queen should stand 
between the conservative King and thé 
group of wonderfully able men who saw 
that only in radical measures was there to 
be a recovery for their country. 
Wheiiier 
based on womanly intuition, on sharp ob- 
servation or on faithful study the Queen's 
judgment of men Avas never once at fault, 
and she seemed to groAv in her ability to 
seç things clearly with every year. 
She 
placed even Napoleon, Avhom s:he hated, far 
more properly in the scheme of things than 


m o s t of tl\e statesmen of his generation. 


The Queen, Avho had been forced by cir- 
cumstances to devote herself to piiblic àfr 
fail's, to encourage her depressed husban# 
and to give every particle of her strength 
to the furtherance of the League of Virtue 
aud other movements, for the promotion of . 
the Avell being of the realm, hailed Avlth de- 
light the opportunity to leave ail these 
cares behind her and make a Aùsit to her 
father and grandmother. 
She had long 
looked forward to this, and fiaially, -wheu 
Baron von Hardenberg was made Oliau- 
cellor, slic felt that In his able hands 
-.

would be AA'ell and she .Avas at lasjt at lib« " Vj^ 
erty to carry out heir long cherished "wish. .. 
It was to be her last journey. 
Shortly' 


alLcr reaching her' home she contracted a 
severe cold, which developed tntp- a fatat 'l^f 
malady. 
Sl^ died July. 19, 1810.. ^lie-ha«!

quires considerable kick. When the 
cold biustry mbnths of Eebooary 
& March comes along when Bing- 
ville citizens is shut up in their 
homes & isolated from the outside 
world so to speak their aint'noth- 
ink will cheer up their drooping 
spirits on long winter evgs like a 
few tin dippersful of old hard ci- 
der. After a man has gulpd down 
a pitcher 6f hard cider he dont 
keer whether he is isolated or not 
and if the wind is ho^vling outside 
he lets it howl for he is happy and 
contented and joy sings in his 
heart. 


Hard cider is also valuable dur- 
ing harvest time (perviding enny 
is left in the barl at that time) be- 
ing as a jug of hard cider took out 
to the ha3rfield and partook of now 
and then by the harvest hands 
seems to fill em with new life & 
vigger and as a result each man 
under the impetus of hard cider 
wil do two or three mens work 
and think nothink of it. 


Hard cider is a great boon to 
them as are low in spirit & inclined 
to look on the dark side of things.

translation of the Bible into the English 
tongue. 
Up" to the time of the 
trans- 
lation of the Bible into English, it was 
a book for long ages withheld from the 
perusal 
of 
the 
neoples 
of 
other 
lan- 
guages and of other tongues, and not a 
little of the history 
liberty 
lies in 
the circumstances t h a t the moving sen- 
tences of this book were made familiar 
to the ears and 
the imderstanding of^ 
those peoples who liave led mankind in 
exhibiting the f o p i s of government and 
the impulses of reform which have made 
for 
freedom and 
for 
self-government 
among mankind. 


For this is the book which reveals men 
unto 
themselves, 
not 
as 
creaiures 
in 
bondage, not aa men under luunan au- 
thority, not 
as those bidden to 
t a k e 
counsel and 
command 
of 
any 
h u m a n 
source. 
I t reveals every man to him- 
self as a distinct moral agent, responsi- 
ble not to men, not oven to those men 
whom he has put over him in authority, 
but fesponsible 
through 
his oAvn 
eon- 
science t o his Lord and Maker. 
W'hen- 
ever n, m a n sees this vision he stands u p 
a free man. whatever m a y be t h e gov- 
ernment under which he lives. 


Our present life, ladies and gentlemen, 
is a very important and 
disappointing 
thing. 
Wo do not judge our own con- 
duct in the privacy of our own closets 
by the standard of expediency by which 
•we are daily and hourly governed.. 
W e 
know that there is a standard set fàr 
us in the heavens, a standard revealed 
to us in this book which is the 
fixed 
and eternal standard by which we judge 
ourselves, and as wo read this book it 
seems, to us that the pages of om- own 
hearts,are laid open before us for our 
perusal. 
This is the ' people's book of 
revelation, revelation of themselves not

For a man who has lost the sense 
of struggle, life has ceased. 
/ W e sec many a young man start out 
in life with apparently only this object

and Reflection when 
we say of him, "Ho has come to him- 
self." 
'ViHien may I say ' that I

come to 
mvself? 
Only when I

It comes from 
the masses of struggling human beings.

really in the hen until comparatively

W h a t e v e r spare grojind 
yo>i have costs you a high rental and 
yields you little but envy of the'^land- 
lord or tax collector. 


Your problem La to lower the cost 
of living, vrlthout lowering the stan- 
dard, and to m a k e the vacant lot or 
back yard yield something In return. 
H o w are you going to do It? 
The 
purpose of this article is to help you 
solve

set these boxes on the floor, about a

In selecting your hens, I would sug- 
gest any of the dark colored varieties 
In the American class, preferably Bar- 
red P l y m o u t h Kocks, which 
because 
of their plumage don't show the dirt, 
and almost always m a k e a good ap- 
pearance 
and 
are 
regarded 
as the 
world's best all-purpose fowl. ^ It Is 
essential in 
the 
production 
of 
eggs 
that fresh water, oyster shell and grit, 
be before the hens at all times; this, 
wito the table scrap and a little grain 
at night, will keep the hens in good 
condition, 
and

supply

almost all the year.

London, Sept. 12.—(2 p. m.).—News 


M a decisive character from east of Vit- 
ty-Ie-Francols where the army of Sax- 
ony and parts of the armies command-

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War Tax Without a V/ar 


The necessity for ;i w;ir lax with the country nt 


peace with all the world presents a .situation decidedly 
novel, at least in the ordinary historv uf natio.is. The na- 
tion at war naturally accepts the .'act that a tremendous 
financial penalty will be exacted for the maintenance of 
conflict, but the burden is then merely incidental and it is 
to a large extent lost siidit of in tlie more distractinu,' 
phases that involve loss of human life and the "'riet's that 
ttar carries into homes already distracted bv fear. 


Happily the United .States is as a nation escaping 


that sort of thing, but it is confronted 
!>v a wholly un- 


foreseen shortage of revenues due lo the stoppage of im- 
ports from the war-torn lands. Tariff hill trainers and 
financial experts who contract to provide funds for (lie 
operation of the govrfiimenr \vere rmt. .expected lo take 
Into account any such a ronliuirencv as has developed. 
Money must be raised, and without imports to supply it in 
the form of tariff duties there is but one other means 
topen—the taxation of the public under a temporary sys- 
Jtenxthat will produre results quickly. 
' 


The job is not a pleasant one, nor is it an easy one. 


The question of applying the tax to this and to that has 
been given a pretty thorough discussion, but the really 
tiew proposal is that applying a '.'< per cent, tax on freight 
shipments. Admittedly this would distribute the tax 
•widely, but the danger in it lies in the respoiisibilty that 
it may be seized upon as a pretext for advancing prices on 
practically every commodity subject to transpo; 
'ion. 


There is still a strong sentiment in favor of the stamp tax 
BUch as was used during the Spanish-American war, but 
the brunt of the war tax burden ought; to be borne by 
liquors and tobaccos. In the words of an eminent Phihi- 
.delphia editor, these are the lines on which the war tax 
can be levied with a clear conscience. 


Despite some gloomy rrrediction.s made, early hi the 


ryear, figures collected by contracting and building author- 
ities show that building in Fort Wayne this year has 
shown a healthy increase over tlie total for 1913. 
The 


comparison with leading cities of the country is a very 
favorable one, and if Fort Wayne were not so inherently 
modest and retiring, it might justifiably indulge in a bit of 
pride over its showing in this particular as well as in a 
good many others.

The First Street Railway.

day that the first street car wns placed 
at the service of the people. At 3:45 
o'clock in the. afternoon, with Charles S. 
lirackenridge, city engineer, holding the 
reins,- the tlrst "coach" started from the 
south terminus of the route, having on 
board the members of the newly formed 
street railway company and of th-e press. 
Keaching the Avcline house, at the cor- 
ner of Calhoun and Berry streets, room 
wns made for some of the "first citi- 
zens,'' who rode to the "1'ennnylvRnla" 
tracks and return.

The Citizens' Street Railway company, 


with John H. Boas, president; Gilbert E. 
Bursley, secretary and superintendent; 
Henry M. Williams, treasurer, and S. B. 
Bond, Samuel T. Hanna, John H. Bass 
and Robert S. Taylor, directors, had 
been incorporated in September. 1871, to 
operate a «treet railway with horse- 
drawn cars., 


The innovation was highly appreciated 


bv the people of the town, and. although 
the equipment was crude and the ac- 
modations limited, the patronage was 
such as to encourage the extension of 
the line and the incorporation of other 
companies to build a.nd operate ad- 
ditional lines in other portions of the 
town which wero later combined into 
one system. . . . 


Development of the System. 


In August, 1887, on the foreclonure, of a 
mortgage for $22,000, executed >to Oliver 
P. Morgan, and Edward P. Williams, the 
system wns purchased by Stephen B. 
Bond and John H. Bass, representing the 
Fort Wayne Street Railroad company, 
which had been organized to acquire the 
property. Others interested were Jesse 
L. Williams and Charles D. Bond. At 
that time, a track extended along Cal- 
houn street, from Main street to Orelgli- 
ton avenue, with a branch on West 
Creighton avenue from Calhoun street to 
Fail-field avenue, and on Wallace street 
from Calhoun street to Hanna 
street. 


Thosn extensions reached a large area 
of Innd owned by those who were chiefly 
interested in the railway property, and 
transportation 
facilities' added greatly 


to the development, of those, regions. The 
ears were operated at interval* of twenty 
minutes.

Fathers," is Advice of 
Noted Wisconsin Educa- 
tor. 


By M. V. O'Shea. 


(Professor of Education, University of

Here is a typfcaJ example of the way 


mnnv parents "help" their children in 
their school work. 


A hoy ten years of age, engaged in 


writing n little ei.»ay whirh had been 
assigned ah a home tank, wiclied to use 
the word "ordinary." It pe«mcd a little 
strange to him, nn.l he had (?''' into the 
habit of always n«kinv t'or assistance 
whenever lie rnmt to 
anything 
new, 


either in spelling or in .iny other study. 
8<i ho rjillml out tii his mother, "How do 
you (.p^ll ordinary.'" 


Thw mother nnelicd It fnr him and 


h» wrotii it down n» she divtnli-.! it. Hhe 
iliil not n»k him to, make au effort to 
spell it himM'lt". 


After him had spelled it, nhe did not 


require him to spell it after her. She 
inadg no test to n«e whether ho really 
learned thn word, or whether h« hud 
simply written it mechanically in order 
to pet, through with-th« special task in 
hiiml. 


It is practically certain that he did 


not learn to spell it, liecaiiHo ho was not 
in a learning frame* of mind. Tie simply 
wanted to bo helped out of his present 
difficulty; nnd he was utterly indiffcr 
cut to a possible future need in regard 
to this Fame word. 


In this samo respect he was entirely 


natural. Nature does not make an un- 
trained child anxious about future needs. 
Tf a child on hi» own initiative were 
'•onatuntly thinklnjr of future needs and 
learning what would help him to ment 
these needs, he would eeais to h* a 
child. 


The different^ hetween an untrained 


and undeveloped child and one who is 
well trained and well developed lies 
mainly in the fact that the latter,is 
conscious of future needs and plans to 
nine! them, whllo the former is concerned 
only with tho sltnatJons immediately 
hefore him. Tf he can "et out of a pres- 
ent difficulty, he is satisfied; he does not 
consider that tlie difficulty may arise 
n^am. and he hud best, he prepnred to 
meet it. 
The chief work in education 


in to develop what we call thoughtful- 
ne.«s or foresight In children. 


To return to the bov receiving help in 


spelling "ordinary." The parents in that, 
home always dn the work fnr this hoy 
whenever he asks them for aid. 
He 


frequontlr hrings home tasks from the 


school, us lie should Jo. because the typi- 
cal cliiM cunnot do nil the. work that he 
ought to do during tie school hours. 


When a hoy has reached the age ol 


ten he should have at least a half hour 
ot work at home «verv evening, pro* 
vuled he does not acquire bad mental 
habits iu doing it. 


Unfortunately this particular bov i* 


fast acquiring mental habits which "will 
handicap bim heavily later on. That is 
to say, he in not learning to help him- 
self; at least so fnr as hs work at home 
is concerned. 


His parents cither do not want to 


take the time to m;ike him self-helpful, 
"r they do not know Imw 
to 
do 
it. 


I'ossibly they want tn relieve him from 
the strain unil stress of solving his own 
difficulties. 
Main- parents feel that they 


serve tlii-ir children b"st when they bear 
their school burdens t'nr them. 


hut supposi- when this iuoth»r was 


nuked by her boy for assistance in spell- 
ing "ordinary." «h" lind required him to 
spell each oyllnlile. which he cnnhl huve 
done. 
In a quarter of a minute she 


could have led him to spell thnt, word 
largely nn his own initiative. If she had 
followed this method whenever the bov 
asked her for assistance in spelling, she 
could soon IIHVB triiini

Tlio Inference should not he drawn 


from what, has been said that the pa 
rent should ilo nothing for his child. 
Occasionally, one finds a parent who, 
when a child asks for help In solving 
problem, will say," "Do It 
yourself." 


Often a child keeps working away at 
a problem which he can not possibly 
solve because he has not hoen trained 
properly. 


To say to such a chlM. "Do it your- 


self," in often to discourage him." and 
to cause him to waste time. 


There is a middle' course between do- 


ing nothing for the learner and doing 
everything for him. This middle course 
is to cause him by appropriate questions 
to take the necessary stops to help him- 
self. 
This is 
really 
what 
teaching 


means, whether it be in the home or la- 
the school. 


Telling Is not teaching, and refusing 


to give any assistance ifi ,lnt teaching. 


T*nf to guide and stimulate the learner

whose head is "stuffed up" cnn not lieu 
with distinctness, and it would he : 
safe but that 95 out of 100 such childrei 
will bo more or less dull, unresponsivi 
and stupid. Such children will be handi 
cupped in this competition with othci 
children who are normal in this respect 
-Any parents or teachers who bavo a dull 
child on their hands ought certainly to 
make, a test of the acuity of his hear- 
ing. 


Sometimes peculiar facial and bodily 


habits are due to inability to hear clear- 
ly in on« ear, while tho other may he 
normal. In such a case the child may 
unconsciously cock his head in such a 
way as to bring his good ear into line 
with the? voice or sound he wishes to 
bear. 


When any such idiosyncrasy in ob- 


served, tho parents or the toacher ought 
not to delay a moment in making a. test. 
tt would bn best, of course, if such n 
child cnuld be taken to a, competent phy- 
sician who would examine his ears thor- 
oughly, and also his n«sal condition, and 
who would lest keenness of hearing. 


Hut * test can easily be made in the 


lome or in the school by putting the 
child in a quiet room, blindfolding him, 
and noting nt. what distance ho can hear] 
the ticking of a watch, first with one1 
enr and then with the other. The posi 
tlon nf the watch must be varied with- 
out the experimenter wnlking back and 
forth so that tlie child can hear him. or 
else the latter will he influenced by sug- 
gestion.

In mind and body. ThU trouble is very 
common_among American, children. 
In 


some fa'milies every child is 
afflicted 


with both adenoids and enlarged tonsils; 
and unless these be removed, there -will 
be dullness and even stupidity In every 
member of sueh a family. 


Again, extensive investigations have 


shown that cigarette smoking among 
boys is a vary frequent cause of dull- 
ness. Tn a number of places it has been 
shown that something like 80 per cent, 
of ths boys who can not do school work 
are addicted to cigarette smoking. 


It is really a deadly thing for a boy 
lywhefe. from 12 to 20 years of agn to 


get into the habit of using tobacco in 
nny form.

VIVID DESCRIPTION 


OF LIEGE FIGHTING 


13. 


Mew York, .Sept. J2.—A* vivid de- 


•criptiou of the lighting boforo Liege, 
attributed to a German officer, who was 
seriously wounded in the battle, is pub- 
lished by the Weser Zcilung of Bremen, 
copies of which reached here today. Un- 
der the caption "From the Border to 
Liege,'' the officer describes his exper- 
iences and feelings in a letter which 
reads in part as follows: 


"Uur trip to tho Belgian border was 


a triumphal procession. Jt was pouring 
rain as we marched through the Ar- 
dennes.

Secretary Bryan said such report* were 
entirely without authority. 


I/ast night thn 
ambassador author- 


ised thn following statement: 


"In tho presence of the importance 


given to thn statement made by me a 
few days buck and arhilng out of the 
rumors 
disseminated 
in the 
United 


States that general massacre of Chris- 
tians was in preparation in Turkey, it 
may serve a good purpose to explain 
that, according to me, a great responsi- 
bility rests at the present moment on 
tho press of the T'nltml Htatns, espe- 
cially In regard to Turkey, where the 
situation is naturally a very strained 
one. 


"For years pout the newspapers of this 


country have indulged in blind hostility 
toward Turkey. This was comparative- 
ly unimportant so far. But today the 
unfairness of this attitude may cause 
serious mischief. Jn the absence of all 
restrictive clauses in the press lawn ol 
the United States in reffard to thn treat- 
ment of foreign countries, I adopted the 
only course 
available 
to induce the 


United States press to take a more seri- 
ous view of its relationship to Turkey 
—that of a, straightforward appeal to it 
in which I pointedly mentioned some of 
the things that happened in thn United 
States whieji should not happen in view 
of inducing it to deal more charitably 
with Turkey. 


"I am 
fully convinced that T waa 


morally right in adopting this course, if 
not conventionally. 
There are times, 


and this is onn of thc.m, when conven- 
tions can and must be set aside. The 
interests of humanity should not be 
sacrificed to them." 


The 
ambassador's statement, 
which 


underwent the scrutiny of officials and 
caused the inquiry, charged that Great 
Britain wne 
attempting 
to draw tho 


United States into the Ruropean 
war 


by asking that American war ships go 
to Turkey, agitating "before thn eyes of 
the United Stiites the spectre of a mas- 
sacre of Christians."

British Private 
Describes 


Attack by Germans on 


Belgian City. 


.London, Sept. 12.—7:5-1 a. m.—A Brit- 


ish private who was wounded in the 
light during tho retreat from Mons, tells 
the following story of thu battle thero 
"It was Sunday and tho British regi 
ment« at Muun were miirry-miikiiig am 
enjoying themselves in Icisuru along tin 
streets. 
Belgian ladies returning fron 


chureji, handed tho soldiers their prayer 
books as Houvfnirs wliilo the Helgian 
men gave them cigarettes and tobacco 
which wjut even more welcome. 


"About noon when the men were b« 


ginning to think about dinner, a German 
aeroplane appeared overhead and be- 
gan throwing out a cloud of black pow- 
oer which is one 
of 
their 
favorite 


methods of assisting distant batteries 
to gut the range. 
No tooner had the 


powder cloud appeared than shrapnel 
began to burst overhead and in a mo- 
ment all was confusion and uproar. But 
it didn't take tho regiments long to get 
into fighting trim and race through the 
city to the scene of operations which 
was on the other side of the small canal 
in the suburbs. 


"Flere our outposts were engaging the 


enemy fiercely. The outposts lost very 
heavily, most of the damage being done 
by shells. The rifle firo was inaffectiv* 
although «t times the lines of contenders 
were not more than 800 yards apart. 


"The first reinforcements to arrive 


were posted in a glass factory, the walls 
of which wore loopholed and wi> doggedly 
held that position until nightfall when 
wo fixed bayonets and lay in wait in 
case the enemy made an attempt to rush 
the position in the darknon. 


"About midnight orders came to re- 


tire over tlie canal and the main body 
fell back through open country being 
kept moving all night. 
When daylight 


arrived it was apparent from higner 
ground that Mons had been practicallv 
blown away by the German artillery. 


"Throughout the morning we contb> 


ned to fight a rearguard action but the 
steady march in retreat did not stop 
until 6 o'clock in thn evening when the 
British found themselves well out of 
range of the German artillery, in a quiet 
vallny. 
Here nil the troops were or- 


dered to rest and eat. 


"During the next afternoon both the 


German and "British armies watched — 
duel in the air between French and Ger- 
man aeroplanes. The Frenchman was 
wonderfully 
clever 
and 
succeeded in 


maneuvering himself to the tipper posi- 
tion which he pained after fifteen min- 
ites' of reckless efforts. 
Then 
the 


Frenchman bepan blazing away at the 
*5crman with a revolver. 
Finally he 


lit him and the wounded German at- 
tempted to glide down into his own 
iines. The glide, "however, ended in the 
Urtish lines near rny detachinent. the 
West' Kent infantry. 
We found tho 


aviator dead when we reached thn ma- 
'hine. . We .buried him and burned the 
aeroplane. 


"At dusk another halt was rrtade for 


Food, and as the.Germans had fallen be- 
tiind, the English spent a quiet night. 
At dawn however, we found the Ger- 
mans close at our heels and several 
regiments were ordered to prepare en- 
trenchments. 


"It wan not long after that the Ger- 


man gunners found the range.and began 
tearing up the rough fortifications, con- 
centrating their fire on thn British bat- 
teries, one of which was completely de- 
molished. 


"As it became evident that wo must 


leave these, guns behind and continue 
the retreat, an officer was seen going 
around putting the guns out of action 
so that they would be of no use to the 
Germans. 
Tlio action 
required 
cool 


bravery because the Germans, having 
found 'the range, continued firing direct- 
ly at these batteries.

This room we arranged for the «oldien 
who were quaitered on us. Sometime*— 
for other troops came after the Saxons— 
we had on officer or a "one year volun- 
teer" besides the ordinary soldiers, and 
to these we gave, rooms in the house and 
entertained them at our own table. After 
they left they would drop us. letters from 
the front and when news from any of 
them would cease to come we would know 
that it meant wounds or death. 


Not fat from Wiesbaden was an im- 


portant railroad junction. There troops 
of all arms poured through toward the 
front.

climax of Louise's efforts to'Influence Na- 
poleon lo spare her country. From that 
moment she abandoned her attempts to 
conciliate or to persuade, the enemy aud set 
berself instead to Inspire her countrymen 
to construct a new Prussia, so strong, so 
tible and so patriotic thnt in lime it should 
need no kindness from without, but should 
be able of its own might to win back its in- 
flependence and reassemble its lost terri- 
tory. 


History scarcely affords a more striking 


Instance of the triumph of enthusiasm over 
material obstacles than the astonishing in- 
fluence of Queen Louise of Prussia In the. 
rehabilitation of her country mnl the de- 
velopment of the great Uermau Kmplre. 


Her name is linked with that of Fred- 


erick the Great as representing—among 
royalty—the two great sources of Inspira- 
tion to which may be attributed the up- 
building of Germany. 


With one.hand the gentle Queen soems 


to reach back through the weakness and 
degeneracy of the reign Qf Frederick Will- 
lam II. to the proud era of Frederick tin; 
Lireat, while with the other she. points the 
difficult but glorious path out. of despair 
<nd into the splendid future of her country. 


Augusta Wllbelmtnn .Amnlia l.ui.te 
af- 


terward Queen Louise. (Luise) of Prussia--- 
was the daughter of Prince Charles of 
M*ckl«nbur(r-Strelltz, a younger brother uf 
ths reigning duke of that family, and a 
brother of the Princess Charlotte, who mar- 
ried George HI. of England. 


When it was seen that' Louise was grow- 


ing up to be ft very beautiful girl, tall and 
graceful, 
with dazzling blue eyes and 


jlorlou* golden hair, her relatives at once 
began to think of an advantageous rnar- 


Louise bad beauty, family position 


and persi'innl cluirm, but no money. Her 
relativi's, however, believed that, no match 
wns too sood for the lovely girl, mid lous 
hel'ore Hie Cnnvn Prince of Pmssia anil 
(lie girl had met, (Jrandmotlun- Prin.-ess 
(Jeorgu Willinin, I Tucle (.Jeoryo and the rest 
of l h < > relatives hnd agreed that the Crown 
Prince would do very well as a grandson 
or nephew hi law.

at court and with King Frederick William n 


In their new palace and in a smaller,! 


simpler house which the Crown Prince built 
nt Parotz and in which the young man was 
ahio to play the part which he loved so 
well—tluil: of the simple country gentle- 
man—Louise and her husband lived an 
extremely happy life until the death of 
the King, in 1797, called them to wider re- 
sponsibilities. 


That during the reign of Frederick Will- 


Jam II. all classes of the community had 
lost faith in the beauty ot high Ideals, that 
popular standards of morality had been 
lowered aud family life and patriotism Im- 
paired was recognized by both Frederick 
William III. and Queen Louise. 
But the 


new King was Incapable of initiating thor- 
ough reforms. He was by nature opposed 
to change, and ho therefore entered upon a 
quiet and honorable path of public' conduct 
mildly corrective' of existing evils, hut en- 
tirely insufficient where l:hc fault was so 
deep rooted and so widespread. 


In the autumn of J805 the Queen had an 


opportunity of. making an important friend 
for Prussia, and It was then Uwt she took 
her place seriously in the forefront of Euro- 
Bean politics. Alezandcr, Tsar of Russia, 


• visited the King and Queen at 


where the autumn manoeuvres were being 
held, and the Tsar was so much delighted 
with his. Prussian friends that, to thei? 
great happiness, he wished to enter into a 
coalition with Prussia for mutual protec- 
tion against the French. 
The pact was 


most solemnly sworn at midnight at the 
torn!) of King Frederick t.he Great, where 
the Tsnr and the King and Queen had gone 
in order that the memory of the Great 
Frederick might lend"~"weight to their pro- 
ceedings- 


Louise no longer bad any faith In the 


Ministers of Prussia nor in its public men, 
with the exception of Union von Harden- 
}wrg and Baron von Stein. Both of these 
men acted through the Queen in their efforts 
to induce Frederick William to pursue a 
course; sufficiently bold to meet the need of 
the moment. Through Prince Wittgenstein, 
chamberlain to the royal household, in at- 
tendance on Her Majesty, Louise listened 
to the suggestions of these brilliant men 
and sought, to make them acceptable to the 
King. Often she failed, for Frederick Wfll- 


. iam's horror of change had grown rather 


than otherwise with the disasters of the 
country- Nevertheless Baron Hardcnberg 
said of the Queen at. this time:— 


"My only hope for the country Is based 


on her penetrating insight, her patriotism 
and her sense of honor." 


Louise now gave her support to .1 group 


of Influential and patriotic men who advo- 
rati-d Immediate war with Napoleon. She 
saw plainly that war was coming in any 
event, and believed that It was better for the, 
Prussian army lo he in readiness. The King 
consented to the mobilization Of his army, 
hut refused to lead it, and. unfortunately, thn 
command was intrusted to the Duku of 
Itrunswick. 


Queen I^)idse accompanied her husband t<! 


the seat of war ^nd tried in vain to alter 
his decision in regard to the. leadership of 
the army. On the journey Louise showed 
that she was already looking beyond tin 
f roubles of I he moment, to a wider horizon 
which embraced :in empire. 


"1 am convinoed." she said. "that. the. onl.T

•T weep for Hie humiliation of my father- 


land." she told them. and. urged them t(i 
grow strong so thnt they could free ilielr 
people aud be worthy of their great pre- 
decessor Frederick the Great. 


The lads never forgot, this occasion, and 


when William, the second son, became King 
of Prussia and left his capital to Join his 
forces in France he first made a. visit to hi* 
mother's grave at Charlottenbnrg. 


The beautiful Queen of Prussia, once so 


carefully 
prolocled 
aud 
so 
handsomely 


housed and attended, now lived, in no mor» 
stately fashion than the poorest villager. 
From one small town to another the royal 
couple- wandered, usually occupying but on* 
room of a humble dwelling, which apart- 
ment served for both bod and sitting room. 
There was often a lack of the necessities of 
life, which" w:fs only relieved by the gencr- 
.ous gifts .of fish aud game provided by th» 
country people.' 


After the unfortunate meeting at Tilsit 


and the signing of thn treaty which gave 
the French so many valuable possessions of 
flu: Prussians the royal family was permitted 
to reside at. Kiinlgsburg. 


Queen lionise at. .once gave her assistance 


to the movement for returning Stein to the 
Ministry. Five days after he took office 
came the edict for the emancipation of tie 
serfs, and Immediately other legislation was 
enacted which made the mediaeval Prussia 
a modern State. 


Louise, enthusiastic for all of these meas- 


ures, feared greatly that they would offend 
her more conservative husband. 


"If only Stein could contrive not to ap- 


pear so great a man ns he is everything 
would go well," she wrote to her brother. 


She saved the day, however, by acting as 


intermediary between the two opposite 
characters. 


More and more was the office of inter- 


cessor extended, until it was generally 
understood that the Queen should stand 
' between the conservative King and the 


group of wonderfully able men who saw 
that only in radical measures was there to 
be a recovery for their country. Whether 
based orf-womanly intuition, on sharp ob- 
servation or on faithful study the Queen's 
judgment of uien was never once at fault, 
and she seemed to grow In her ability to 
see things clearly with every year. 
.She 


placed even Napoleon, whom she hated, far 
more properly lu the scheme of things than 
most of the statesmen of his generation. 


The Queen, who had been forced by cir- 


cumstances to devote herself to public af- 
fairs, to encourage her depressed husban4 
and to give every particle of her strength 
to the furtherance of the. League of Virtue 
and other movements for the promotion ot 
the well being oC the realm, hailed with de- 
light the opportunity, to leave all these 
cares behind her and 'make a visit to her 
father and .grandmother. 
She had longv, 


looked forward to this, and finally, when 
Baron von Hardenberg wns made Chan* 
cellor. she felt that lu his able hands all 
would be well and she was at Inst at lib; 
orty to carry out her long cherished wish. 


It. was to be her last journey. Shortly 


after reaching her home she contracted a 
seven? cold, which developed Into a fatnl 
malady. She died July 19. 1810. She bad 
been the mother of seven children, and her 
second son became the first Emperor of 
Germany.

A group of mental diseases are due 


directly to tho habitual use of alcohol, 
Alcoholic insanity ma}- be brought on 
by the regular use of alcohol, even in 
''moderate" quantities not producing in- 
toxication. 11m closu relation between 
alcohol and insanity lias only recently 
been fully realized. Statistics as to th« 
number of cases in which alcohol is the 
direct cause nccevu'ily vary in dif- 
ferent localities. Fully 30 per cent, of 
thu men and 10 per cent, of the wometf 
admitted to the state hospitals are suf- 
fering from conditions due directly or 
indirectly to alcohol. So marked is tbn 
ellVct of nlcohol upon the brain and tha 
nervi- tissue that it helps to bring about 
a. number of mental breakdowns in ad- 
dition to tho alcoholic insanities. 


Alcohol is a poison. A long aeries of 


careful tcstn performed by eminent au- 
thorities showed that even small quan- 
tities of nlcohol may lower tho mental 
capacity, and.tlat it takes much longer 
than is usually supposed for this effect: 
to wc;u- oft". 


This is not a temperance tract. W« 


tiro dealing only with scientific fact*. 
11 is difficult, however, to state thn 
facts as now agreed upon by the highest 
medical .authorities without seeming to 
preach.

Everyone who has haft anything to 


do with harvesting corn has noticed 
at least an occasional ear that dif- 
fered remarkably from the normal 
ones In being more or leas covered 
with and penetrated by mold. 
In 


many cue* the husks and Bilk aro 
also Involved and appear cemented 
together and to the ear by a mass nf 
white, cobwebby filaments. At the 
same time the parts affected have 
lost their substance, are 
light

•weight and brittle In texture. 


Upon close study It Boon become* 


apparent that there are several of 
these ear rots, or at least that there 
are 
differences 
which seem 
fairly 


constant when numerous specimens 
are carefully examined.

Some of these rots are so similar 


that .the casual observer rarely en- 
tertains any suspicion of their being 
but one form.

so complete In some Instances that 
the removal of the husk and some- 
times a mlcroscoplal examination are 
needed for the c'asslflcation of the 
variety.
